tion of Christian duty toward Hie ill 
and wounded 
W h ile waging war we 
w ill also treat those wounded in bat­ 
tle so that 
when this terrible busi­ 
ness Is over and men again extend 
their hand to one another we w ill be 
abri*'to recall with a clear conscience 
and without remorse every day and 
every act of these hard tim e s-’ 
Eith er the kaiser is the most con­ 
summate hvpoerite 
the world 
ever 
saw —which is 
the general 
opinion 
concerning him even In his own coun­ 
try — or else 
he 
is the biggest fool 
who ever lived 
A beaten enemy may no longer be 
an enemy 
for the Germans, 
hut in 
that ease one would hate to he con­

Belgians

The tales thai 
come from the battlefields, from the

ticism of the Turks.

emperor 
believes that all 
the 
evil 
committed in his name is pardonable 
because his is "the kingdom, the pow 
er and the glory, forever and ever." 
He thinks lhat it is only proper that 
all the torture, the brutal m istreat­ 
ment, the wounds and deaths, have 
been inflicted upon inferior races in 
order thai the Germ ans might some 
days stand forth higher and nobler 
than all other peoples. 
He says that after the war it w ill 
be ‘ my sacred duty, as well as that 
of the states, with all our power to
